Is there a joker in the anti-injunction 
plank of the democratic platform through 
which labor will not find that relief it has 
been crying for—the ‘writ of injunction with 
notice only ? 

The announcement that Samuel Gompers 
and John Mitchell, the two guiding stars of 
labor, were more than delighted with the 
plank as adopted at the convention lulled 
other labor men for the time, but close study 
of the plank now fails to bring to them that 
degree of satisfaction which they had ex- 
pécted. None of the labor leaders as yet, 
however, will say that he te disappointed with 
the efforts of the democratic leaders. 


Gompers Wanted No Compromise. 


When Mr. Gompers appeared before the 
committee on resolutions to present the de- 
mands of labor he read a plank which he said 
he wanted either to have inserted in the 
platform or left out. He did not want any 
compromise or half way measures, His posi- 
tion was supported by H. R. Fuller, repre- 
genting the interests of the railroad men of 
the country. 

In the plahk which Mr. Gompers insisted 
upon having the democrets put in their plat- 
form this is the important clause: 

“We pledge ourselves to the enactment of 
a law by congress to prohibit the issuance 
of injunctions in cases arising out of labor 
disputes when pty injunctions would not 
apply when no labor disputes existed, and 
that in no case shall an injunction be issued 
when there exists a remedy by the ordinary 
process of law, and which act shall provide 
that 2 the procedure for the punishment of 
contempt of court the party cited for con- 
tempt shall, when such contempt was not 
committed in the actyal presence of the 
court, be entitled to a trial by jury.” 


What Democracy Gave Labor. 
This is specific language. This is what Mr. 
Gompers demanded. What he got was as 
follows: 
“ Experience has proven the necessity of a 
ification of the present law relating to 
injunetione and we reiterate the pledge of 
our national platforms of 1806 1904 in 
favor of the measure which passed the United 


States senate in 1896, but which a republican 


congress has ever since refused to enact, re- 
lating to contempts in federal courte and 
providing for trial by jury in cases of indirect 
contempt.” 

The object of the framers of this plank was 
to placate all labor interests, refrain from 
alarming capital, and keep down the ogre of 
class interest. It contains no reference to the 
claim of labor that liberty hae been im- 
perlled by the abuse of the injunction nor 
that the gghts of men are above all prop- 
erty righte. 

Features of 1896 Bill. 

The bill of 1896 which is approved contains 
these features: 

„That upon the return of an officer on 
process or an affidavit duly filed, showing 
any person guilty of indirect contempt, a 
writ of attachment or other lawful process 
may issue and such person be arrested and 
brought into court; and thereupon a written 
accusation setting forth clearly the facts al- 
leged to constitute such contempt shall be 
filed and the accused required to answer the 
same by an order which shall fix the time 
therefer and also the time and place for 
heart the matter, and the court may, on

GREAT OIL FIRE IN MEXICO; 
‘FIELD WILL BE DESTROYED. 


Explosion Causes Blaxe in Huge Reser- 
voir and Flames Are Communicated 
to Other Property in Field. 


Mexico City, Mex., July 10.—[Special.]—A 
lake of oil covering an. area of more than 
one square mile and of unknown depth in 
the state of Vera Cruz is om fire. It has been 
burning for five days and has created the 
wildest terror among the natives of that 
section. The blaze is seen for more than 200 
miles at sea, according to navigators who 
have arrived at Vera Crus and Tampico. 

The scene of the fire is about seventy-five 
miles southeast of Tampico, near the San 
Geronimo river. It is remote from any rail- 
road. An ofl field was being developed at 
that place by the Pennsylvania Oil company, 
which is composed of Pittsburg men. The 
company had bored a number of wells and 
all of them were flowing oil in large quanti- 
ties. The product was being placed in earth- 
en storage tanks preparatory to shipping. 

A careless workman accidentally set fire 
to one of the wells and the flames were com- 
municated to the underground reservoir of 
oll. A tefrific explosion occurred which up- 
lifted the earth's surface throughout the 


whole field. The explosion was heard sev- 


enty-five miles distant. The oll company 
lost $200,000 worth of machinery and the oil 
which has been burned will total millions of 
barrels. The whole oil Geld will be de- 


stroyed. 


BETS $1,000 TO $500 ON TAFT. 


Baltimore Man Declates That He Is 
Ready to Wager $50,000 
the Same Odds.

Regan, Who Killed Thors, a Pugilist, 
Found Not Guilty—Slayer Gets Life 
Sentence. 


Charles R. Dowler, motorman, and Edward 
M. Day, conductor, charged with man- 
slaughter in connection with a street car ac- 
cident in South Chicagd in which three wom- 
en were killed, were found not guilty by a 
jury in Judge Chetlain's court yesterday.

Day de- 
clared that he walked across the tracks, as 
is customary, but did not see the train ap- 
proaching and signaled to go ahead.

Missourian Charged with Employing 
Color Photography, an Innovation— 
Danville, II., Lawyer Accused.

W. C. Guild, a dentist and photographer of 
Marionville, Mo., is under arrest charged 
with the counterfeiting. Currency of the 
State National bank of St. Louis and the 
National Exchange bank of Springfield, Mo., 
was also eg Guild ie said to have 
confessed. 

The process 0 was color. photogra- 
phy. It is the first time that color photogra- 
phy has been discovered used in ebunterfelt- 
ing.

The full text of the document follows: 

I, Grover Cleveland, of the borough of 
Princeton, in the state of New Jersey, do 
make, publish, and declare this my last 
will and testament, hereby expressly re- 
voking all previous will by me made. 

FIRST—I hereby direct that after the 
payment of all my debts and funeral ex- 
_penses an appropriate monument with 
brief inscription and only moderately ex- 
pensive be erected at my grave and paid 
for out of my éstate.

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GETS MOTHER PROPER BURIAL 


Orphan Boy by Perseverance 
Saves Body from Potter's Field 


UNDERTAKER GIVES HIM AID 


Little Fellow Says He Asked His 
Grandfather in Vain for Help. 


George Hanley, 14 years old, who since the 
death of his mother lest Monday in the coun- 
ty hospital, has resorted to every means 
known to raise money, except steal, to give 
his mother a decent burial, persuaded a north 
side undertaker yesterday to bury her in his 
own lot in Elmswood. 

The boy, whose home is in two dingy rooms 
at 21 Cleveland avenue, hae worked inces- 
santly collecting cents and nickels from the 
poor pecple in his neighborhood in an effort 
to save his mother’s body from the potter's 
field. Those Who contributed as in as much 
need of money as George, and he succeeded 
in raising only $1.60. 

Disappointed but not discouraged, he re 
membered that he-had a grandfather, Joseph 
Hanley, at 2429 Magnolia avenue. With Mrs. 
Sadie Smith, a neighbor, George sought the 
aid ot his grandfather, but without success. 

George's father, William Hanley, has been 
missing for the last two weeks. After the 
wife’s death a search wea made tor him 
with ao results.

nt ‘After. George had persuaded Smit 
erts, undertakers at 620 Wells street, to see 
that his mother was properly taken care of, 
he returned home and found that Frank 
Olson, a friend of the family; had raised $20 
and paid it to another undertaker,’ George 
Cross, 922 West Harrison street, as a first 
payment for the burial. 

Both undertakers claimed the body, and for 
awhile it looked as if George would have 
trouble in getting his mother buried as he 
wished after all. Eventually Smith & Rob- 
erts obtained the body from the hospital and 
took it to their rooms. They assured the boy 
that he would see hie mother buried tomor- 
row. It is said Cross refused to refund the 
money paid by Olson. 


Three Young Children Bereft. 


William Hanley and his family were quiet 
and reserved people, according to the fam- 
ilies in the Cleveland avenue neighborhood.

Denies Sending Letter. ’ 


Peter A. Schemm, a brewer, said he had 
seen the letter that was sent to Dr. Wilson 
with the’ poisoned ale and declared it was 
not sent from ‘his brewery. When asked by 
the acting coroner how he knew this, Mr. 
Schemm said: “ Because it is not on our 
letterhead and we do not use typewriters.”

Dr. Max Stern, who attended Dr. Wilson 
before his removal to a hospital, said’ Mrs. 
Wilson had made no mention ot her husband 
drinking ale. He ‘said the Wilson child said 
something about her papa drinking ale and: 

At 
that time,” said Dr. Stern, “we thought Dr. 
Wilson was suffering from diabetic trouble 
and uremic convulsions.”’

It would be impossible for this es- 
sayist to do hie work in a perfunctory man- 
ner. He never betrays any reluctance about 
entering into an intimate acquaintance with 
his author, whoever he may be. He brings 
a keen interest, a genuine sympathy, and a 
clear scrutiny to the subject in hand, and he 
remaing as undaszled by the splendor of a 
name as he is uncontaminated by literary 
immorality, After Chesterton's brilliant pla- 
zicato effects, Mr. More’s serene lagato is 
something more than grateful. 4

Tt remains to be said, however, that several 
of the themes in the present Volume are not 
those which give Mr, More his bést oppor- 
tunity. To talk about Gissing and James 
Thompson is well. but to reour to Thoreau and 
Freneau is almost a misfortune. And when 
it comes to Longfellow and Dickené, the crit- 
ies are so well through with them that they 
may be left quite safely in the hearts of the 
people. It ip quite exhilarating to know, 
however, that Mr. More does not join himself 
with those strange egotists and’sticklers who 
imagine they can create a disapproval of 
these two friends of the little common world, 
Mr. More has a classic taste, but this does 
not lead him into committing academic stu- 
pidities. He would no more protest against 
Longfellow on the score of his not being the 
equal of Keats than he would cut down an 
oak tree because it was not so beautiful as a 
palm. He has the sense, which all of us 
have, that Longfellow was the gradious prod- 
uct of his soil and clime, and that to him 
belongs the beauty of appropriateness—of 
perfect timeliness. Nor is-he unconscious of 
those deeper moments of eloquence in which 
certain powers in Longfellow, which ro- 
mained more or less potential, auserted them- 
selves and cried. out in the accents of the 
greater poetry. 3 1 
Mr. More is tremendously polite to the 
appalling definite editions which the publis 
ers have been offering recently. Me makes 
only a mild protest against a solid shelf of 
Hazlitt, and only gently inveighs against 
the exte ve publication of Thdreau and 
Freneau. He seems, indeed, to have, read 
more of them than ought to be expected of 
any man, and if he has any irritation he 
only permits it to come out in the nature of 
his quotations. However, to sdonvict 3 
writer of the following sentence ig a severe 
thing. “I live,” wrote Thoreau, “in the 
angle of a leaden wall; into whose alloy was 
poured a little bell metal. Sometimes in 
the repose of my midday there reaches my 
ears a confused tintipabulation from with- 
out. It is the noise of’my contemporaries.” 

Now I take it that the greatness of any 
man is tested by our innate sense of con- 
tenrporariness with him, The great writers 
are the blood brothers of our souls, who 
chanced to leave the house of life before we 
entered it. But here is a man whd held his 
kind in contempt. Can we, therefore, aspire 
to be neighbors of his in the spiritual sense! 
Obviously not, lest we annoy him! It seems 
befitting, therefore, that he be left in that 
solitude affected by the churlish. It is in’ 
teresting to note that Mr. More was obliged 
to talk about many other men beside Tho- 
reau, in order to sustain his essay on the 
self-conscious philosopher of Walden.

Roads Haven’t Money to Meet Public 
Demands, and Lower Wage Means 


Big Strike, He Declares. 

New York, July 10.— That the railroads of 
the United States could not lower the wages 
of their employés without bringing on a 
strike which would paralyze the country 
for months, and that an increase in freight 
rates by the railroads in the east and west 
cannot be avoided if the railroads are to 
continue to meet the demands upon them, 
was the view expressed today by E. P. 
Ripley, president of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé railroad. 

“ Public sentiment toward the railroads, 
generally speaking,” President Ripley said, 
“haw not undergone any change for the 
better. Here and there some say public 
feeling has gone too far, but nothing tangible 
in the way of improved public sentiment has 
developed, nothing which might lead to the 
repeal of some of the laws affecting the 
2 adversely. The pay of railroad 

joe could not be lowered without 
br nging on a strike. The only thing left 
seems to be to increage rates. 

“With few exceptions, the railroads in 
this ¢ountry are merely imitations of rail- 
roads. They are skimpily built, and have 
mot the money to spend to protect life and 
property and handle the business imtrusted 
to them as the public demands it shall be 
handled. For this new capital must be 
raised. The only thing for those who use the 
railroads to do it to pay for all this or give 
up the use of the railroads, The consumer 
must pay the cost. An imorease in net 
income to provide for this new capita) is
